And What Have You

Government bureaucracy in this 
country is enough to make all of us 
sick. We are fast approaching the 
day when we do not have govern­ 
ment by elected representatives 
but by bureaucrats.

Thanks to an all-w ise East Texas 
Federal Judge there are a great 
many children in the area who can 
no longer go to the school of their 
choice and the one that they have 
attended for several years. This 
Judge, in all of his wisdom, seem s 
to think that the only reason a child 
might transfer from one school to 
another is integration. 
He does not recognize the fact 
that som etim es a child lives much 
closer or has ties with one school 
while actually residing in another 
school district. For years and years 
our children have gone to the 
school of their choice with one 
district picking up about as many 
students as they lose and everyone 
com ing 
out 
happy. 
But 
not 
anymore. 
If a student's transfer changes 
the racial balance of either school 
by as much as one percent then the 
transfer is denied. 
It does not 
matter if this student has been 
going to that school for a number of 
years and his brothers and sisters 
have attended the school before 
them In fact, we have a number of 
cases in the area where high school 
students have Inurn granted 
a 
transfer but the junior high and 
lower grade students have not. This 
splits the family up with some 
going to one school and the rest 
going to another. 
Somehow in the tw isted minds of 
our bureaucrats and judges this is 
supposed to be 
better for 
the 
youngsters. 
To som e extent it has always 
been the individual against the 
government 
in 
som e 
form 
or 
another but now we even have one 
government against the other. Up 
until the past few years one level of 
government has been pretty free 
from the actions of government at 
a higher level.

The Jones County tax office 
is readying itself for the 
upcoming 
issue

tax 
statements and payment of 
county and taxes, which 
begin for 1975-76 Wednesday, 
Oct. I.

Assessor-Collector Roy L 
Lane said the county expects 
to receive $300,813 60 in taxes, 
based on total values in the 
county. In addition to county 
taxes, the office is expecting 
$38,991.88 in state taxes 
Lane pointed out however, 
that tax collection can never 
be expected to be IOO per 
cent 
Total values in county for 
the upcoming tax year is 


$37,601,700, up more than $3 
million from last year's tax 
values An earlier estimate 
by 
Lane had placed 
the 
values at more than $36 
million, but he said the jump 
in values surprised him. 
Jones County tax rate is 80 
cents per $100 valuation while 
state tax rate is 12 cents, 
making a total of 92 cents per

a three per cent discount in 
taxes.

But not any more. With the 


federal government threatening to 
cut off funds from the states if they 
do not get in line with what the 
bureaucrats think is best for them 
and in turn we have the states 
threatening the counties, cities and 
schools.

Now that we have just about 
got that problem ready to solve 
they have started to hassle them 
about the water treatment plant 


It seems that every few days the 
city employees must back-wash 
the filters in the treatment plant so 
that they can continue to filter the 
water coming over from Lake 
Stumford. 
This 
is 
down 
by 
reversing the flow 
of w ater 
through the filters. This treated 
water picks up the mud and other 
foreign matter out of the filters. All 
of this is dumped down California 
Creek and this is where we get in 
trouble again. 


A good rain is bound to wash 
more dirt and foreign matter into 
the creek than the city ever could 
but those bright souls in Austin do 
not seem to understand this. In the 
first place it might help if they 
would just take a good look at the 
California Creek in the first place. 
One would think that it was one of 
the major tributaries of the state 
by the thinking of the people in 
Austin.

And What Have You

Government bureaucracy in this 
country is enough to make all of us 
sick. We are fast approaching the 
day when we do not have govern­ 
ment by elected representatives 
but by bureaucrats. 
Between these firmly entrenched 
bureaucrats and appointed Federal 
Judges we are losing all sense of 
justice, fair play and common 
sense. These self-appointed do­ 
gooders are messing up the lives of 
our school age children, they are 
bankrupting 
our 
cities 
and 
businesses 
and 
making 
life 
miserable for all of us. 
What kind of free country is it 
that separates youngsters from 
their life long school friends just to 
bus them away from their neigh­ 
borhood school to some school IO to 
20 rn des away0 And this separation 
of children from their friends is not 
just a problem facing the big cities 
as we have a similar problem right 
here in our own area. 
Thanks to an all-wise East Texas 
Federal Judge there are a great 
many children in the area who can 
no longer go to the school of their 
choice and the one that they have 
attended for several years. This 
Judge, in all of his wisdom, seems 
to think that the only reason a child 
might transfer from one school to 
another is integration 
He does not recognize the fact 
that sometimes a child lives much 
closer or has ties with one school 
while actually residing in another 
school district. For years and years 
our children have gone to the 
school of their choice with one 
district picking up about as many 
students as they lose and everyone 
coming 
out 
happy. 
But 
not 
anymore. 
If a student s transfer changes 
the racial balance of either school 
by as much as one percent then the 
transfer is denied. It does not 
matter if this student has been 
going to that school for a number of 
years and his brothers and sisters 
have attended the school before 
them. In fact, we have a number of 
cases in the area where high school 
students have he ('n granted 
a 
transfer but the junior high and 
lower grade students have not. This 
splits the family up with some 
going to one school and the rest 
going to another. 
Somehow in the twisted minds of 
our bureaucrats and judges this is 
supposed to be better for the 
youngsters. 
To some extent it has always 
been the individual against the 
government 
in 
some 
form 
or 
another but now we even have one 
government against the other, Up 
until the past few years one level of 
government has been pretty free 
from the actions of government at 
a higher level.
